Sev eral y ears ag o 
he broke jail 
at Trinidad, 
Colo., and assisted 
twenty -three p ersons to escap e. 
He came to H oward county from 
Colorado, and the first thing he 
did was to blow op en a safe.

but was recap tured, tr» ed and sent 
up for four y ears.

Twenty-one of the ties have been 
made at Birmingham, Ala. , and for a

The lies are durable and a great 
saving in expense to railroad com­ 
panies.

The Sher man Law Upheld By 
the Supr eme Cour t. 


A SWEEPING DECISION. 


Tr ade Combines Ar e In Conflict With 
the Law—Congr r ess Can Pr o­ 
hibit Them.

cour t sustained the act in its r ela­ 
tion to common car r ier s, and now 
applies it to manufactur er s. 
In this pipe case

cour t of Tennessee decided in favor 
of the manufaciur er s.

of appeals for the Sixth cir cuit r e­ 
ver sed the decision of the distr ict 
cour t and su&tained the constitu­ 
tionality of the law, and now the 
United States supr eme cour t up­ 
holds the decision of the appellate 
cour t.

a s h i n g t o n , D. C ., Dec. 5. 
Light on the tr ust question Came 
fr om an unexpected sour ce yester ­ 
day. 
A decision of far -r eaching 
impor tance in 
its 
application to 
business combinations was handed 
down by the United States supr eme 
cour t. 
Singular ly, the inter pr eta­ 
tion of the constitution and of the 
la w came at the hour when a con­ 
gr ess in which anti-tr ust legislation 
pr omises to r eceive much attention 
was or ganizing. 
The decision w^s 'given in what 
is called the Addystone pipe case. 
In br ief it sustains th^ anti-tr ust 
law in a 
dir ection not hither to 
tested. 
A n d in so doing it points 
out 
the 
w ay 
wher eby 
congr ess 
may, within constitutional limits, 
legislate fur ther to contr ol com ­ 
binations 
and 
to 
er adicate 
the 
evils. 
The cour t some time ago sus­ 
tained the law in its application to 
tr anspor tation lines. 
In the case 
br ought against the Wester n asso- 
ciation-of r ailr oads it was held that 
such 
or ganizations 
wer e 
in 
r e­ 
str aint of commer ce between the 
states, and that ther efor e the a p ­ 
plication of the anti-tr ust law to 
them was constitutional. 
This de­ 
cision r esuite i in the dissolution of 
joint tr affic associations and other 
combinations of 
r ailr oad compa­ 
nies. 
But it did not define the 
bear ing of the law upon anything 
but tr anspor tation. 
Y e ster d a y ’s 
decision 
is 
much 
mor e 
sweeping. 
It 
upholds the 
r ight 
of congr ess 
to 
legislate 
against combination^, of manufac­ 
tur er s which ar e in r estr aint 
of 
commer ce between the states. The 
par ticular combination upon which 
the cour t passed was that of the 
manufactur er s of ir on pipe. 
The 
case was br ought in the United 
States distr ict cour t of Tennessee. 
It alleged that this combination of 
manufactur er s of pipe was in vio­ 
lation of the act passed by 
con­ 
gr ess in 1890, and known as the 
Sher man anti-tr ust law. 
Senator 
Sher man was the author of it. The 
tr usts ignor ed the law. 
W hen the r ailr oad test case,star t­ 
ing fr om the United States distr ict 
cour t in Kansas, was br ought her e, 
the most eminent lawyer s in the 
east appear ed and elabor ate ar gu­ 
ments wer e made that the Sher man
